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ST ATK INCOME TAXES 
New York State Income Tax returns are 
due on April 15 and taxpayers are reminded 
that after computing the regular tax, 23 per 
cent should be deducted. The blanks contain 
no reference to this allowable reduction, lo ­ 
calise they were mailed out lofore the Legis­ 
lature could take action on the proposed re­ 
duction. 
This reduction is welcomed by taxpayers, 
especially since they just paid large Federal 
income taxes. Local municipalities should 
follow the example of the state and decrease 
its taxes. This can lo done by eliminating 
waste and insisting on efficiency. 
Next year Federal income taxes 
aa ill lo 
still larger than this year and the taxpayers 
will gladly pay them, knowing that they are 
contributing their share toward winning the 
war. At the same time they will insist that 
the local authorities cooperate through the 
elimination of waste and extravagance. 
There also is a further saving in State in­ 
come taxes this year with the discontinuance 
of the one for cent emergency tax. 
Taxpayers should not confuse Federal ex­ 
emptions with those of the State laxv, which 
allows I?IJKXI for single persons and $2,500 
for married persons. 


BRETT OF THE AIR 
The appointment of Lieutenant-General 
Brett as commander of the allied air force 
in the Pacific is another tribute to the worth 
of our fighting men. General Brett, the son 
of one of the noted librarians of the country, 
comes naturally by his organizing ability. As 
the fourth of his family in the army, he has 
a military tradition which our allies value.

WASTING TIME 
Columnist Ernie Pyle tells of Pershing 
Square, in Los Angeles, as one of the funniest 
places in America. People come there just 
to argue. And they seem to do it not to settle 
great truths or criticise national policies or 
anything like that, but just for the joy of the 
argument. The square is all dotted, as you 
might say, Avith dotty people, and nobody 
see ms to know Arhat he is talking about. 
They used to have a place like that in 
Cleveland, when the famous Tom Johnson 
A\as mayor. For many years it was the most 
argumentative piece of ground on this conti­ 
nent. But now that’s greatly changed. Peo­ 
ple there don’t argue at all. They’re too busy 
rushing to and from work. The example is 
recommended to Los Angeles. 


REMAINING CIVILIZED 
A general danger in times like these is that 
such qualities as sensitiveness, decency, or­ 
der, kindliness, humanity, respect for law, 
m ay he blunted by disuse and horror.

VALUE OF APPLY IN G HEAT TO BODY 


W hen exam ining boxers at 2 p. rn. for a boxing 
bout that night, I have often Ix'on annoyed by hav­ 
ing a boxer step on the scales one or tAvo pounds 
overw eight. The m anager of the boxer is so m etim es 
fined for his neglect to have his boxer at the correct 
AVClght. 
Being overw eight m eans covering him up w ith 
heavy xxoolen sAveatcrs, hard brisk exercise, and r 
T urkish or cabinet b ath to get the one or two 
pounds off Avithin an hour. This effort is both a m en­ 
tal and physical strain as the boxer feels th a t he is 
w eakening him self and will not bo at his best for 
the evening bout. 
There is nothing Asrong ax itll increased heat of 
the body by m eans of exercise or baths but the heat 
should be created gradually, not rn such a rapid 
m anner. A T urkish or cabinet heat bath, too hot and 
too prolonged, can cause w eakness, shock, and col­ 
lapse. 
"The heat, w hether it is dry or moist, should not 
he given for a longer than th irty m inute i>eriod even 
w here there is profuse sw eating." 
However, most individuals who undergo heat 
treatm ents by baths or o th er m ethods are not box­ 
ers or athletes hut those Avith rheum atism or a rth ­ 
ritis, soreness or stiffness due to accum ulation of 
xxaste or fatigue products in the tissues. By m eans 
of heat these w astes are hurried out of the system 
in half the tim e or less than it would ordinarily take 
to remove them . 
Those Avho are not Avell should not take heat 
treatm ents w ithout supervision. P atients m ay feel a 
fullness and throbbing of the head, rapid heating of 
the heart, and a feeling of great Aveakness while 
undergoing heat treatm ent. 
For this reason tho 
'steam' room of the Turkish bath establishm ent has 
a couch on Avhich the individual should lie doAvn. S it­ 
ting erect m eans m ore effort on the part of the 
heart as it is easier to pump blood on the level than 
up and doAvn. 
In eases of rheum atism , arth ritis, sore, painful 
and stiff muscles and joints, the most effective 
treatm ent is the use of hot baths or Turkish baths 
or electric baths, diatherm y. folloAved by light exer­ 
cise to loose up muscles and joints and fu rth er ap­ 
p licatio n s of heat This second application of heat 
rem oves xvastes created by the exercise. 
A light 
m assage usually com pletes the treatm ent.

To a bride-to-be who asks the 
approxim ate length of time th a t 
she and the bridegroom will be 
supposed to stay a t their recep­ 
tion and w hether the reception is 
over when they leave, the definite 
answ er goes 
fu rth e r than th a t 
they stay until everyone present 
has greeted them , and she has 
cut a piece of wedding cake and 
I he has responded to a toast to the 
! bride. At a very big reception they I 
stay much longer than they would 
' if it were sm all. It may take a l­ 
m ost an hour for the queue of 
well-wishing guests to come to an 
end. If the w edding is a very sm all 
one. the greetings m ight bo over 
in ten or fifteen m inutes. If they 
have a sit-down breakfast, that 
in tu rn takes a long time. 
A t a guess. I m ight say th at 
; about the sh o rtest possible recep- 
j tion would tak e half an hour and 
the longest tw o hours

The only thing is, this tim e, that 
Buck doesn't have a contract to 
play for the T igers and is being 
pointedly ignored by officials of the 
club.
